The meeting was called to order 
by J. W. McDonald, K.C., president 
of the Macleod constituency Liberal 
Association. The call was read by 
secretary. Mr. 
McDonald explained to the conven- 
tion that in contemplation of a pos- 
sible redistribution before an appeal 
to the people the man who would be 
named at this time would naturally 
resign in the Avent of any material 
alteration in the boundaries of the 
district.

Edmonton, Dec, 8.—The next and 
last session of the present leg- 
islature will be called together with- 
out filling the existing vacancies in 
the membership of the house. The 
government has decided not to hold 
the six by-elections now on the 
waiting list, and is recommending 
accordingly to the lieutenant-gover- 
nor. Acting Premier Hoadley, in 
making official announcement, stated 
that steps will be taken immediately 
after the opening of the legislature 
to ratify and confirm the action of 
the government in thus deferring 
the by-elections,

elections, are for seats in Edmonton, 
Edson, Leduc, Calgary, Claresholm 
and Lethbridge ridings.
